STOWE SCHOOLS 


“The present pillared high school building was built in 
1861 by District No. 6 and was paid for over a period of six 
years. The building has been subject to continuing im- 
provements since the early 1900’s. Before then, the upper 
floor rooms had been added to the wings. 


The rear annex was converted from a woodshed to a 
classroom in 1915, and then in the 1920’s remodeled as a 
Science laboratory. The Congregational Church was moved 
from its Maple St. site to the school in 1932 and was used 
as a gymnasium until 1954. Then it was converted to class- 
room use after the new elementary building with its adja- 
cent gymnasium was built. 


In 1962 a new addition was built adjacent to the gym- 
nasium for the use of the junior high. Extensive improve- 
ments were also made in the original school plant that same 
year. The small building, once the Bloody Brook rural 
school, used many years for primary grades and then as a 
music room, was again altered to become the kindergarten 
classroom. The Junior High had been organized in 1917.” 


The foregoing account is taken from the new History 
of Stowe by Edwin L. Bigelow and published by The Stowe 
Historical Society.

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REPORT OF RECREATION COMMISSION 


The summer playground was operated for eight weeks 
under the very capable direction of Donald Collins, Sandy 
Brooks and Gail Rhodes. The playground was open from 
June 24th through August 16th. Besides swimming and 
playground games, various other activities were held. Base- 
ball with Camp Highlands occurred every Friday morning 
for all boys from ages 7-16 who wished to participate. 
Special events which were held on Friday afternoons in- 
cluded an “On Wheels Parade,” a hobby show, hobo day, 
hat show, scavenger hunt, bike hike and a bike rodeo, Other 
activities were a father-son baseball game, which the 
fathers won, a field day with Morrisville, miniature golf, 
swimming two days a week and a camp-out at Waterbury 
Dam. The annual cook-out at Smuggiler’s Notch brought 
the summer program to a close. 


During the summer 178 children registered. Twenty- 
six (14.6%) were a combination of out of town visitors 
and summer residents, forty-nine (27.5%) were from the 
Village of Stowe and one hundred and three (57.9%) were 
from the Town. The average daily attendance was 40.1, 
with an average of 30.4 for swimming and 43.6 at the play- 
ground. The use of the playground by our children was 
figured with the total of 1,524 child days — visitors 77 days 
or 5%, Village children 642 days or 42.1%, and Town child- 
ren 805 days or 52.9%. 


Extensive repairs were made to the grandstand by one 
of our local contractors which included leveling, new con- 
crete footings, replacing front and repairing steps. Basket- 
ball backboards were erected on the outdoor paved court. 
The Recreation Commission joined the School Board in the 
purchasing of a riding mower for lawn maintenance. 


The third person hired this year was Miss Gail Rhodes, 
who supervised the pre-school children, The experiment was 
very successful. The Commission sponsored the Halloween 
Party and the maintenance of the ice skating rink. 


Plans for the coming year should include major work 
on the present baseball diamond and the possible construc- 
tion of a little league baseball diamond at the other end of 
the field with another backstop. An effort will be made to 
clear some of the scrub trees and bushes with the thought 
of providing shaded areas for rest and picnics. Your Com- 
mission wishes to take this opportunity to thank all the 
persons who have donated their time and effort to make 
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our program a success. Your continued support assures our 
children of supervised activities during the summer 


months,

This twenty-eighth in the series of annual reports sub- 
mitted to the people of Stowe presents tabulations for the 
calendar year 1963. In the Department of Social Welfare’s 
program of assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% 
of the costs of hospital and physician services, as well as 
the excess over $80.00 per month in Nursing Home care, 
are assessed against the town of settlement of the recipi- 
ents of such care, Participation charges incurred by your 
community during the past year for each of these types of 
care were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care ................ $ 523.50 
Hospitalization Services ....... 696.26 
Physician Services .................. 94.50 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation 
in the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
is at the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while 
costs incurred for the care of Committed Children are borne 
equally by the local and state agencies, Charges assessed 
against your community for the former amounted to 
$524.31 and for the latter $1,869.28 for the year just closed. 


During 1963 assistance was granted to 7 residents in 
your community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Dis- 
abled program, Direct money payments to these persons 
were financed entirely out of state-federal funds. Among 
the other programs financed from these same sources were 
Services for the Blind, Adoption Services and Medical Aid 
for the Aged. While no town-by-town records are compiled 
for these categories, their benefits were available to all 
qualified residents.

REPORT OF THE 
LAMOILLE COUNTY DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL 


During 1962, a group in Lamoille County representing 
business, industry and agriculture realized that changes 
were taking place in the state and seeing the impact these 
changes were having on our county, decided that an organ- 
ization was needed to cope with the situation. 


Thus was formed the Lamoille County Development 
Council. Council members come from all towns in the coun- 
ty and this group has as its basic purpose, “The maximum 
planned use of resources for the benefit of people.” For 
nearly a year and a half, meetings have been held twice a 
month. 


A complete survey has been made of the area and in- 
formation has been gathered on occupational, natural and 
physical resources. This information is now in the process 
of being compiled, edited and printed. 


The Council has watched with concern the number of 
farm auctions and realizes that everything possible must be 
done to keep our towns in a healthy economic condition. 
In other words, when a farm or business goes out, some- 
thing must take its place. 
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The first active development project of the Council was 
a planning consultation with a Morristown dairyman who 
had sold his personal farm property and was considering 
the development of a recreational area on his farms. This 
individual discussed his plans and needs with the Council. 
A committee was appointed which helped him develop 
plans, arrange financing and improve access roads for the 
project. 


Six of twelve proposed motel units were put into opera- 
tion at Christmas time with apparent success. Completion 
of the project is currently under way. 


A project to which the Council points with pride is the 
-LLamoille River Development, which is now well along in 
bringing this river and its tributaries to full use as an out- 
standing resource to the area. A subcommittee of fifteen 
members has this goal as its prime work project. 


Recently a company of some size expressed an interest 
in locating a branch in a town of Northern Vermont. If we 
can possibly interest this or similar industries to locate in 
our county, they will furnish many additional job oppor- 
tunities. Consequently, an Industrial Development subcom- 
mittee has been formed. 


Because of the rapidly changing scene in Vermont, it is 
generally felt that much thought must be given to land use 
planning; otherwise, we may have in our towns unplanned 
changes which can mar the beauty of the countryside and 
seriously impair the safety and health of our citizens. 
Therefore, we strongly urge the formation of zoning com- 
mittees in each town for the purpose of study and planning. 


We must anticipate changes and this requires long- 
time planning in order to guide the changes into avenues of 
economic and social good for the citizenry of the county. 
This is the goal of the Council. It offers its cooperation to 
each village and town.

Repairs and Renovations 


Because the new high school science laboratory was 
hard to heat last winter, it was necessary to increase the 
radiation there. Three valves and controls were installed 
in the high school to equalize heating. In the high school 
the teachers’ room, the study hall, and the mathematics 
room were painted. 


An inlaid linoleum floor was laid in the kindergarten 
building. The gymnasium was given a badly needed acous- 
tic treatment on the walls and ceiling. 


Several items of new equipment were purchased during 
the year. These include desks for the high school study 
hall, tables for the junior building, and desks to take care of 
increased enrollment in the grade building. Other items are 
black-out shades for the high school social studies room, 
a film strip projector and screen, two typewriters, six mi- 
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croscopes, and a tape recorder for the language laboratory. 


Last summer the school department and the recreation 
commission shared the cost of a power lawn mower, and the 
school department has bought a snow blower attachment 
for the tractor. Last fall a shelter was built for the tractor 
on the end of the high school building which also covers 
the basement entrance to the building. 


The Instructional Program 


The day-to-day operation of our schools has gone on 
this year with the teachers dealing effectively with the end- 
less detail which marks the daily routine, while keeping 
an eye on the principal job: that of nurturing their pupil’s 
educational progress. 


A new feature in the Graded School this year has been 
the introduction of instruction in Art. A young man with 
professional training is teaching one day a week in Grades 
1-5, in a program which will include work with pencil, 
crayons, tempera and other art materials geared to the 
interest of the various grade levels. 


Conspicuous in the instructional program is the adop- 
tion of the new approach to the teaching of mathematics, 
which put Stowe schools in an estimated 10% of the na- 
tion’s schools systems that have chosen texts embodying 
the new concepts and methods. These are in use in all 
grades, and were chosen after careful examination by the 
teachers of available materials. To assist the teachers in 
getting off to a good start with the new approach, a meet- 
ing was arranged with the publisher’s mathematics con- 
sultant. And to introduce some of the new concepts to in- 
terested parents, the School Directors arranged an open 
meeting on “The New Mathematics” in December, at which 
the State Helping Teacher, Mrs. Doris Demick, was the 
speaker. 


Very good use of visual education materials has been 
made this year in the junior and senior high school, partic- 
ularly by the junior high school science and social studies 
classes, and by the high school science department. Enough 
rooms now have black-out curtains so that any teacher who 
wishes to use films or film strips can do so. An interesting 
feature this year has been the inclusion of Stowe High 
School in a selected group of schools to whom free visual 
current events material have been provided by the Burling- 
ton FREE PRESS in cooperation with the Chittenden Trust 
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Company. These have had regular use in the junior high 
school social studies classes. 


The reference section of the high school library was 
augmented by purchase this year, and the collection at large 
by purchase and by gifts from interested citizens. Begin- 
nings of a library collection were made in both the junior 
high school and the graded school, thanks to teacher inter- 
est and in the latter case some help from old PTA funds. 


Arrangements have been continued which bring the 
“Books on Exhibit’ collection to us. In November the col- 
lection for Grade 1-8 was on display in both the graded 
school and the junior high school, while the high school 
collection is due to come later this spring. This program 
enables teachers, students, and interested adults to examine 
new books which they may wish to purchase for personal or 
school use. 


In the area of standardized testing, the program estab- 
lished in 1960-61 is sound and is being continued. Over a 
twelve year period this involves Reading Readiness, mental 
ability, achievement test batteries, Silent Reading tests, 
and Differential Aptitude tests all in sufficient number to 
help make a guidance program effective. 


The staff in Grades 7-12 has been briefed on the evalu- 
ation of these grades by a committee from the New Eng- 
land Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools which 
will visit the school in April, 1965. The evaluation requires 
an elaborate study of every aspect of the school’s activity 
by the staff, and is already under way. Stowe High School 
has been a member of the NEACSS since 1955, and con- 
tinued accreditation by the Association hinges upon evi- 
dence of maintenance of acceptable standards as revealed 
by the evaluation. 


In numbers considerably above the national average 
Stowe High School graduates are electing to continue their 
education. Of the 16 members of the Class of 19638, seven 
were registered in four-year colleges, and five are now in 
shorter programs, all but two at the junior college level, 
while the other four are gainfully employed. As of Feb- 
ruary 1, 1964 twelve members of the current senior class 
had indicated their purpose of further study, four at four- 
year institutions, seven at junior colleges, one in nurse’s 
training, and one in additional preparation. 


All of us who are connected »*th the Stowe Schools, 
be we policy makers, administrators or classroom teachers, 
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appreciate the favorable local “climate” in which we work. 
There is a high degree of concern for sound education on 
the part of many residents, and this cannot help but result 
in better preparation for the boys and girls for whose well- 
being we are responsible.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
STOWE 


January 1, 1963 — December 31, 1963 


At the start of the school year health examinations 
were given in grades 1, 3, 5, 7, and through high school 
with the local physicians in attendance. 


Immunizations were given as follows: 
52 Boosters Diphtheria-Tetanus 
1 First Diphtheria-Tetanus 
17 Re-vaccination 
2 First Vaccination 
4 Fourth Salk Vaccine 
1 First Salk Vaccine 


On October 3 Sabin Oral Vaccine Type III was made 
available. A total of 378 children plus seven adults received 
this. 


At the physicals there were found to be 31 correctible 
defects. Fifteen enlarged tonsils, 4 skin, 9 wax and 2 ortho- 
pedic and 1 with allergy. Of the defects 2 T and A’s have 
been sponsored by the Health Council, 2 children have been 
seen in Burlington and others have been seen by local Doc- 
tors. All defects are known to parents. 


Children in grades 2, 4, 6 and & had their teeth screen- 
ed by Mrs. Wood, Dental Hygienist. A total of 125 with 25 
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found to be in need of some form of dental care. Notes were 
sent home respectfully. 


Last spring 5 children attended Dr. White for dental 
work and re-checks. Many children go privately and regu- 
larly. It is worth noting in a dental survey last year in the 
7th grade through 12 a total of 153 children (115 attend 
regularly ; 22 on occasion; 16 only when they have trouble). 
Of the total 153, thirty eight of the group have at one time 
been sponsored by the Health Council for dental care. 


Fluoride treatments for grades 2, 5 and 8 were carried 
out. A total of 52 with 3 being sponsored by Health Council. 
Mrs. Wood was the attending Hygienist. 


Screening and Testing of vision and hearing was car- 
ried out in all grades. A total of 377 checks were given. In 
vision there were found to be 13 in need of further testing. 
In the past year 5 have been sponsored by the Health Coun- 
al, 6 have been privately, others go periodically for re- 
checks. 


There were found to be 8 with some form of hearing 
loss. All of these are known to parents and have had the 
necessary treatment. 


The vitamin program was again available this year at 
a nominal fee. 158 children paid for these and 5 are spon- 
sored. 


, There have been 67 cases of measles during the 1963 
year. 


Hot lunches have been available to any child, and it has 
been well attended. Free lunches have been given when 
necessary to deserving children, 


In addition all children have been weighed and measur- 
ed and health inspections every four months in the lower 
grades. 


Home visits and phone calls have been made when 
necessary for the health of a child. I have had conferences 
with State Social Workers in regard to welfare of children. 
Have transported children home when ill and also to Doc- 
tors and Dentists for appointments. 


The above programs are carried out through the inter- 
est and help of school personnel, local Doctors and Health 
Council.

For the Annual Town and Town School District Meeting 
Stowe, Vermont, March 3, 1964 


The inhabitants of the Town of Stowe, who are legal 
voters in town meeting and in town school district meeting 
are hereby notified and warned to meet at the Auditorium 
in the Akeley Building in said Stowe on Tuesday, March 3, 
1964, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following 
articles of business, viz: 


Article 1. To elect a Moderator and a Town Clerk for the year 
ensuing. 


Article 2. To see if the freemen will vote to accept or reject the 
proposed article of amendment to the constitution of Vermont. 


Article 3. To vote on the following questions: 


“Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be 
granted in this town?” 


“Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town?” 


The ballot box for voting upon the questions under this article 
will be opened at ten o’clock when the meeting opens and will 
be closed at three o’ciock in the afternoon as required by statute. 


Article 4. To act upon the reports of the several town officers 
and those presented. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
appoint one or more Road Commissioners instead of electing 
them by ballot. 


Article 6. To see if the Town School District will vote to elect two 
additional school directors for a term of one year each as pro- 
vided by law. 


Article 7. To elect all town and town School District officers re- 
quired by law, including a road commissioner or road commis- 
sioners, unless the town shall have previously authorized the 
Selectmen to appoint such commissioner; and a budget committee 
of five members to serve for one year. 


Article 8. To see if the Town and Town School District shall 
adopt the provisions of Title 24, Vermont Statutes Annotated, 
Sections 726-736 as amended, providing for the election of Town 
and Town ‘School District officers, except the office of Road Com- 
missioner, by the Australian ballot system. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Title 32, Vermont Statutes Annotated, Chapter 133, providing 
for the collection of taxes by the Town Treasurer. 
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Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money to pay the current expenses and debts of the 
town in anticipation of the collection of taxes for that purpose, 
and as a town school district, to authorize the school directors 
to borrow money to pay the current expenses and debts of the 
Town School District in anticipation of the collection of taxes 
for that purpose, and to provide whether the same shall be done 
by orders or notes of the Town or Town School District, recpec- 
tively. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to pay its officers for the 
year ensuing, and if so, the amount. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of Six 
Hundred Dollars ($600.00) to Lamoille County Development 
Council to develop, promote and publicize the recreational, agri- 
cultural, industrial, natural and human resources of Lamoille 
County, in cooperation with the other towns in the County. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money 
not to exceed Twenty-five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00) for the 
purpose of matching state funds, to be used to pay for the 
retreatment of 2.50 miles of State Aid Roads. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for the town library, and if so, the amount. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended by the Stowe Cemetery Association for 
the care of unoccupied lots, borders and roadsides in the town 
cemeteries, and if so, the amount. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $1,800.00 
to the Cemetery Commissioners for remetery purposes. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for the observance of Memorial Day, and if so, the amount. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to be used by the Recreation Commission for work and 
materials for the Memorial Athletic Field and for recreation 
activities within the town, and if so, the amount. 


Article 19. Will the Town vote to pay firemen for services and 
practice outside the Village of Stowe, and if so, the rate there- 
of; and vote to share equally with the Village of Stowe the ex- 
penses and maintenance of fire trucks and apparatus? 


Article 20. Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to purchase 
from the Village of Stowe their one-half interest in the old fire 
truck? 


Article 21. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to act

In 1772, twenty-one year old Ira Allen made his per- 
sonal evaluation of the Town of Mansfield, part of which is 
included on our cover photo. This appraisal of almost two 
hundred years ago is very interesting. 


Ira owned twenty rights in Mansfield and had com- 
pleted a survey of the Town for the proprietors in Sharon. 
He allegedly wrote in his diary that on turning his attention 
to the field books which he and Captain Remember Baker 
had kept, a difficulty arose in his mind. His object was to 
sell out of Mansfield at all events, and, if possible, to get 
elghty pounds for the survey. 


It appears that a great proportion of the trees were 
spruce and Ira decided that if he described them as such in 
his survey it would show the poorness of the town and raise 
many questions he wished to avoid. His strategy was to call 
the spruce and fir timber “‘greenwood” which would be an 
unfamiliar name to the proprietors. When questioned, he 
answered they were tall, straight trees with gum much like 
the gum on cherry trees. 


Ira presented the map and his survey bill to the pro- 
prietors. While they were busy inspecting them, he took 
aside the brother of one of the principal proprietors and 
offered to buy the two rights in Mansfield which he owned. 
Being an ignorant fellow, he dared not sell them to Ira with- 
out first consulting his brother. By this maneuver the pro- 
prietors all got the alarm that Ira wanted to purchase and 
land in Mansfield was considered of consequence. They 
promptly “‘urged” Ira to sell his twenty rights back to them. 
This he did. He also obtained the eighty pounds for the 
survey, which he considered of more consequence than the 
whole town. 


This bit of history cannot be confirmed from the town 
records because there is no official record of proprietors’ 
meetings for the period from 1763 to 1802.

REPORT OF RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Stowe Recreation Commission has attempted dur- 
ing the past year to sponsor whenever possible any activity 
that was of a recreational nature. The summer playground 
is just one of the activities. The Hallowe’en party, the ice 
skating rink are also part of the program. We have accepted 
from the Rotary Club the two very fine tennis courts with 
many thanks. The area surrounding the courts will be 
graded and seeded as soon as final plans are formulated. 
The tennis courts were incorporated in our summer program 
but will be used to a greater degree in the future with 
instruction and tournaments. 


Many improvements were started around the field. The 
ball diamond has been leveled and reseeded. The area around 
the field has been trimmed with the brush and scrub trees 
removed and many loads of fill brought in to extend the area. 


The summer playground was operated from July 6th to 
August 14th, a period of six weeks. The following people 
worked with the children who attended the playground: 
Mrs. Alexandra Arnold, Arts and Crafts; Terry Taplin, 
Swimming Instructor; Jane Gale, Pre-schoolers ; Gail Rhodes, 
Assistant Leader; Don Collins, Playground Director. Besides 
swimming and playground activities, other events of special 
interest were held. Tennis lessons were given to the boys 
and girls, who desired them, and some golf lessons to the 
boys. Every Friday there was baseball with Camp Highlands 
for the boys from ages 6-16. Special events included a field 
trip to the Ruberoid Asbestos mines in Lowell, a trip to the 
Bob Cousy Basketball Clinic in Newport, miniature golf, 
Watermelon Eating Contest, and a Pioneer Day. The annual 
cook-out at Smuggler’s Notch on August 14th brought the 
summer program to a close. 


During the summer 198 children registered at the play- 
ground. We operated for 27 days, 10 of these were swimming 
days, the other 17 were playground days with activities 
being held at the playground. The total summer attendance 
was 1797 children. During the swimming days the average 
attendance was 43 and during the playground days the 
average attendance was 80 children. We were indeed fortu- 
nate to have these people handling our program this summer 
because they were dedicated and faithful to their duties. 


We wish to thank the people of Stowe for their con- 
tinued support of the Recreation Commission and its efforts 
to carry on a program for the Stowe Children. There are 
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plans for future expansion of the field and for replacement 
of some of the playground equipment.

Repairs and Renovations 
The exterior of the gymnasium and elementary class- 
room wing was painted last summer. 
New lights were installed in the kindergarten. 


In the high school the offices, corridors and language 
room were newly painted. 
Needs 
It was evident during the 1963-4 school year that be- 
fore another school year went by the surge of children in 


the lower grades of the elementary school would compel 
the consideration of providing more space and more teach- 
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ers. This year the 5th grade group was small enough (34) 
to be contained in one room, but this is the last year in 
which this will be possible. In 1965-6 two classes each in 
grades K-4 will be required, and it will not be long until 
this upward thrust encompasses all grades through the 
8th. 


This consideration prompted the School Directors to 
submit the need to the townspeople, which was done at a 
meeting in November 1964. The proposal is to build a wing 
of four classrooms onto the graded school, and at the same 
time to provide a library to serve grades 1-8. An urgent 
need for Industrial Arts instruction, which would involve 
new construction, was also presented. The November meet- 
ing voted $6,000 to be spent by the Board in securing archi- 
tectural advice as to how best to meet the needs. The towns- 
people also voted the appointment of two citizens, Mrs. Cyn- 
thia Barnett and Mr. Rogers Adams, to serve with the 
Board as a building committee. 


As this is written, at the end of January, several meet- 
ings have been held with the architect, Mr. Alfred Granger 
of Hanover, N. H., who planned both the graded school and 
the junior high school projects, and plans for the proposed 
addition have been drawn. 


At the same time plans have been presented which have 
met with the approval of the State Department, for a build- 
ing which would house the equipment necessary to provide 
Industrial Arts instruction in Grades 7 through 10. 


Union School Rumblings 


In the last two years much discussion has gone on 
throughout the state concerning consolidation of school dis- 
tricts, with a view to providing the type of education re- 
quired in the latter half of the 20th Century. 


Stowe has not been immune from the mounting pres- 
sure, and your School Directors have spent much time in 
contemplating the possibilities. During the present school 
year, neighboring communities in Lamoille County, Cam- 
bridge and Johnson, have set up a Union High School dis- 
trict, which has a good chance of being joined by Hyde 
Park. Inevitably Stowe has been approached, and the School 
Directors have had representatives sitting in on the meet- 
ings of those planning the proposed Lamoille County Union 
High School. A possible site has been picked (in Hyde 
Park), architects are being interviewed, curriculum and 
transportation committees have been set up. Your School 
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Directors are keeping abreast of the developments, and some 
of them are serving on these committees. 


The Program of Instruction 

We who supervise instruction in the Stowe Public 
Schools have been pleased this year by the fine esprit de 
corps as well as the high level of competence shown by the 
teaching staff. It is a pleasure to be able to assure the citi- 
zenry that the important job of fostering their children’s ed- 
ucational well-being continues in the hands of teachers who 
are soundly professional and who have a genuine concern 
for their pupils as individuals. Nine members of the staff 
(six full time and three part time) are new to Stowe. All 
found their places quickly in the scheme of things and have 
added strength to our program. 


The daily routine in all areas of instruction, requiring 
regular planning, constant application of skill, and loads 
of patience and understanding, has gone on as hitherto. 
Townspeople will be particularly interested, however, in 
knowing about details that are new, and about what has 
been done to improve the old. 


In Grades 1 through 8 we can report two such efforts. 
The professional instruction in Art, begun last year in 
_ Grades 1 through 5, was extended this year through Grade 
8. A new instructor, Mrs. Alexandra Arnold, is spending 
two days weekly with us, meeting all pupils through Grade 
8. The results have been gratifying. 


The other conspicuous effort in Grades 1-8 has been a 
frontal attack on reading. This began last summer with the 
introduction of a one-month program which included classes 
in Reading, approached from two angles — help for stu- 
dents with reading problems, and enrichment for some who 
wanted to use a part of their summer in this endeavor. 


Then midway through the first half year, teachers in 
Grades 1-5 were asked to pick from their classes two or 
three pupils who most needed help with reading... This done, 
the children, eighteen or twenty in number, were tested by 
Mrs. Maybelle Bull, a Stowe resident with a strong back- 
ground in elementary school reading instruction, divided 
them into six groups of three or four pupils each, according 
to their evident need, which she meets daily. It is planned 
that children can move in and out of these groups as the 
situation warrants. 


A third attack on the reading problem was the sending 
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of Mr. William Randall, Junior High School Language Arts 
instructor, to a reading clinic in Massachusetts, sponsored 
by Science Research Associates, a highly respected educa- 
tional agency. Mr. Randall derived considerable benefit from 
the sessions, which he has shared with his colleagues in 
Grades 1 through 8. 


At the high school level, developments included (a) 
three new courses (b) the strengthening of the guidance 
program and (c) deep preoccupation with the Evaluation 
study. 


The new courses this year were (1) Driver Education, 
restored to the curriculum after a lapse of some years; (2) 
another year of science instruction for non-college-bound 
seniors and (3) a fifth course (for Seniors) in Business 
Education — Office Practice. The latter two strengthen the 
offerings chiefly for those students who are terminating 
their formal education. 


As this is written — near the end of January — the 
teachers in Grades 7-12 have completed the bulk of the 
Evaluation preparation required before the visit in May, 
1965, of a visiting committee of the New England Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary Schools, to which Stowe 
High School has belonged since 1955. This procedure has 
entailed a great deal of extra work, in recognition of which 
the School Board thoughtfully allowed a period of early dis- 
missal on fifteen afternoons during the school year, when 
a part of the material to be prepared was worked over by 
the staff. Continued certification of Stowe High School 
depends on maintenance of standards satisfactory to the 
NEACSS, a matter of particular importance to college- 
bound students. 


A significant improvement at the high school level this 
year has been the addition of a guidance counsellor, doubling 
the strength of this service, which hitherto has been per- 
formed entirely by the principal. Long before midyear a 
schedule of individual conferences with each high schoo! 
student had been completed. Other regularly scheduled in- 
dividual conferences will be arranged for the second semes- 
ter, and of course the counselors are available for informal 
conference on short notice. There has been an increase, too, 
In group counselling, part of which is done with visual aids. 


The guidance program includes testing throughout the 
system. Help will be given 8th grade students, of course, in 
planning their high school course choice. 
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For the situation in the large, we can report an in- 
crease in Library and Visual Aids materials. The high 
school library collection has been augmented this year by 
the addition of a new encyclopedia, and a considerable num- 
ber of individual volumes, most of these titles being sug- 
gested by members of the faculty. In the Junior High School 
a substantia! beginning of a library collection has been made 
in the Language Arts Room by Mr. Randall. On February 
1 the shelves held almost 400 volumes. 


Lively use has been made of visual aids in both the high 
school and junior high school building, particularly by the 
. Science, Guidance, and Social Science departments. Our 

collection of film strips has been enlarged, and considerable 
use has been made of rental materials. 


In conclusion, we should like to record that we who 
work in the Stowe Schools continue to be aware of and to 
appreciate the abiding interest of the community in educa- 
tional matters, a happy fact which insures continued satisfy- 
ing results.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
STOWE 
January 1, 1964 — December 31, 1964 


At the start of the school year health examinations 
were given in grades 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, 11 and to athletic students 
in alternate grades. A total of 231 received the physical 
given by the local Doctors. 


Immunizations were given in all grades as follows: 
142 received Diphtheria-Tetanus 
125 received Re-Vaccinations 


This year the State recommended adult Diphtheria be 
given to all age groups. 


Oral Sabin Vaccine was given as follows: 
March 11, 1964 Type I was given to 314 
April 29, 1964 Type II was given to 319 


November 10, 1964 Type III to 8; Type I to 27; 
Type II to 7 


December 21, 1964 Type I to 5; Type II to 20. 


At the physicals there were found to be the usual de- 
fects, all parents were notified and when necessary follow up 
work was done. Three children have had tonsillectomy 
sponsored by the Health Council. One youngster attended 
the adolescent clinic at Burlington. 


Children in grades 2, 4, 6, 8 had their teeth screened 
by Mrs. Hood, Dental Hygienist. Fluoride treatments were 
done in grades 2, 5, and 8. A total of 52 with 2 being spon- 
sored. Many children attend the dentist regularly. Six 
children were seen by Dr. White last year for some form 
of dental care. 


Screening and Testing of vision and hearing was car- 
ried out in all grades. A total of 375 with many rechecks. 
In vision there were 15 notes sent home to parents all of 
which have received attention. One eye operation and one 
correction for glasses was sponsored by the Health Council. 
The Vermont Association for the Blind sponsored one pair 
of glasses. 


In hearing there were found to be 10 with some form of 


hearing loss, all parents were made aware of the defect and 
have gotten necessary treatment. 
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The Vitamin program was again carried out with 218 
participating. 

Hot Lunches have been available to any youngster and 
have been well attended. 


In addition, all children have been weighed and meas- 
ured and health inspections every four months in lower 
grades. 


Home visits and telephone calls have been made when 
necessary for the health of a child. I have had conferences 
with State Social Workers in regard to welfare of children. 

I have transported children home when ill and also to 
‘Doctors and Dentist for appointments. 


The above programs are carried out through the in- 
terest and help of school personnel, local Doctors, and Health

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 
Montpelier, Vermont 


This twenty-ninth in the series on annual reports sub- 
mitted to the people of Stowe presents tabulations for the 
calendar year 1964. In the Department of Social Welfare’s 
program of assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of 
the costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the 
excess over $80.00 per month in Nursing Home care, are 
assessed against the town of settlement of the recipients of 
such care. Participation charges incurred by your commun- 
ity during the past year for each of these types of care 
were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care _.............. $ 1,009.50 
Hospitalization Services ........ 41.82 
Physician Services .................. 178.05 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation 
in the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
is at the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs 
incurred for the care of Committed Children are borne 
equally by the local and state agencies. Charges assessed 
against your community for the former amounted to $957.54 
and for the latter $1,477.40 for the year just closed. 


During 1964 assistance was granted to 10 residents 
in your community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or 
Disabled program. Direct money payments to these per- 
sons were financed entirely out of state-federal funds. 
Among the other programs financed from these same sources 
were Services for the Blind, Adoption Services and Medical 
Aid for the Aged. While no town-by-town records are com- 
piled for these categories, their benefits were available to 
all qualified residents.

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REPORT OF THE STOWE PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Planning Commission was appointed by the select- 
men in 1962 as authorized by state law. Among the duties 
of the Commission is the adoption of ‘a comprehensive 
plan for the future development of the municipality which 
shall be based primarily upon public welfare.” 


Last year’s report outlined progress to date on the 
preparation of the plan. The report of the Commission was 
completed during the year and approximately 50 copies 
have been distributed to members of the subcommittees 
who helped in the preparation of the report, to the Library 
and the Town and Village offices. It is hoped that enough 
copies are available so that everyone in town who is inter- 
ested may study the report. 


The report is divided into three parts. Part I provides 
background and statistics; Part II is the plan of develop- 
ment; Part III suggests public action for making the plan 
effective. The plan of development outlines (1) a land use 
plan which outlines the principal uses of the land in town. 
(2) An “open space” plan which points out the desirability 
of maintaining some of the land in town as open fields rather 
than allowing much more of it to revert to forest which is 
the present trend. (3) Plans for the future development 
of the commercial center of the town in the Village rather 
than encouraging the development of shopping centers out- 
side the village. (4) Plans for the improvement of traffic 
flow and facilities for parking throughout the town. 


State law provides that “when such a plan shall be 
adopted by the voters of a municipality, it should be known 
and designated as the official municipal plan.” Any public 
improvement proposed to be erected or constructed wholly 
or in part from public funds and not included in such plan 
as adopted by the municipality, cannot be authorized until 
the location of the same has been submitted to the planning 
commission. Decisions of the commission may be over- 
ruled by a majority of the selectmen. 


The plan should not be considered complete or inflexible 
but rather subject to change and amendment as the needs 
and wishes of the people of the town change.

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REPORT OF THE 
LAMOILLE COUNTY DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL, INC. 


Staunch support voted the Lamoille County Develop- 
ment Council by the people of the County at their March 
Meetings in 1964 has enabled the Council Directors to get 
their program soundly launched. This financial backing plus 
the excellent response of individuals, businesses and organ- 
izations during the summer membership campaign has pro- 
vided a budget sufficient to handle minimum organizational 
expenses and to hire a part time Executive Secretary. 


The Council program the past year is highlighted by 
the following: 


1. Publication of the County Resources Survey — 
Each Town Clerk has a copy — additional copies available. 


2. Designing of a three color stationery trade-mark 
which is being widely used for personal stationery of busi- 
ness organizations. 


3. The Lamoille River Committee purchased two boats, 
float stocked the river, reported type of fish caught to Fish 
and Game Department and promoted boat and canoe trips. 
It is currently working on establishments of public access 
areas along the river to increase the recreational potential 
of the river as well as improve public relations between 
sportsmen and riparian land owners. 


4, A Council Zoning committee has two goals — First, 
to assist and aid town and village zoning committees with 
past zoning studies and experience and Second, to attempt 
to establish similar zoning ordinances throughout the 
county. 


5. An Industrial Development committee is working 
on the expansion of small industries in the county and solic- 
iting new industry. One builder stands ready to build to 
specifications when an industry decides that it will locate 
here. 


6. Executive Secretary Joseph Yacovone, since being 
hired in November has assisted three individuals in mak- 
ing applications for loans to expand their operations to hire 
additional employees and a fourth to establish a shoe and 
leather goods manufacturing plant which would employ 
ten at the start with steady expansion possibilities. He is 
also working with the Farmers Home Administration. on 
the housing loan program and emergency loans under the 
Economic Opportunity Act. 
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7. Two Outdoor Recreation Specialists from the Uni- 
versity of Vermont have assisted in counselling with seven 
parties in five towns on various types of outdoor recreation- 
al projects. 


The following financial report is submitted: 


Due to the variation of methods and time schedule of 
collecting taxes within the towns the greater part of the 
contributions were not received until late in the year. There- 
fore the funds voted last year are actually our working 
capital for part of 1965. Your continued support of the 
Lamoille County Development Council, Inc., will be in the 
best interests of the improvement of the economic future 
of the people of the County.

“BURT'S MILL” 


Stowe’s largest enterprise in the general lumber business 
was founded in 1883 by Charles E. Burt and his brother, 
Frank O. Burt. The business which was to become the C. E. 
and F. O. Burt Company corporation started with the pur- 
chase of about 1,000 acres of timberland on the western 
slope of Worcester Mountain and the erection of a steam 
mill in Stowe Hollow for the manufacture of boards and 
shingles. In 1889, timberland and a waterpower mill in the 
Nebraska area was acquired and both mills were in operation 
for a time. After the Stowe Hollow mill burned in 1893, a 
part of the Mt. Mansfield Hotel property in the village of 
Stowe was purchased and a large steam mill erected there. 
The immense livery barn on the property was used as a 
stable for the freight and lumber teams. The Moss Glen 
steam mill was also operated for two years. All manufactur- 
ing was transferred in 1895 to the large plant in the village 
where it manufactured all types of lumber as well as clap- 
boards, box shooks, butter package and piano stock. 


After the death of F. O. Burt in 1902, his two sons, 
Craig O. and Wayne T. Burt, joined their uncle in the oper- 
ation of the C. E. and F. O. Burt Company. Charles E. 
Burt died in 1931 and Wayne T. Burt retired from business 
in 1952. Craig O. Burt died in April, 1965 and later the same 
year the mill was demolished and burned, ending the era of 
saw mills in Stowe.

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REPORT OF RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Stowe Recreation Commission ‘this past year took 
on the project of demolishing and removing the old dugouts 
on the Recreation field and have replaced them with con- 
crete dugouts. The concrete dugouts should last for years, 
with a minimum of upkeep and they will provide excellent 
storage facilities for the equipment. We believe that in the 
next year or two that the old grandstand should be re- 
moved and something more practical and with less main- 
tenance should be built. 


The summer playground was operated from June 28 
to August 20 and was under the capable direction of Donald 
Collins assisted by Linda Adams and Lora Lou Durett. 
During this period the playground was in operation for 
thirty days both forenoon and afternoon sessions and seven 
days with forenoon sessions only. The playground was 
closed on July 5th and on only two days because of rain. 
During the summer one hundred eighty-six children regis- 
tered and based on thirty days of operation the average 
daily attendance was about sixty-two. 


Some of the special activities which were sponsored by 
the playground group were a stunt day, bicycle hike and 
rodeo, pet show, tag day for SOS Children’s Village and the 
annual cookout. 


The Recreation Commission wishes to thank the people 
who made the playground and this year’s program a success 
and to thank the voters for their support toward the youth 
of our community.

New Construction 


There was a successful $130,000 bond issue vote at 
Town Meeting last March 2, 1965, to provide four additional 
classrooms, a library, a nurse’s room and an industrial arts 
facility. 


Alfred T. Granger Associates, Architects, Hanover, New 
Hampshire, prepared plans for the classrooms and library. 


K. R. Baird, Montpelier, Vermont, was awarded the 
general contract. Sub-contractors were: Burlington Corp- 
oration, Plumbing and Heating, Burlington, Vermont; Bates 
and Murray, Electric, Montpelier, Vermont; Burrell Com- 
pany, Roofing, Williamstown, Vermont. 


Adams Construction Company, Burlington, Vermont, 
erected the shop facility. 


At this time there are several factors which the citizens 
of Stowe should take into consideration if they wish to 
insure adequate educational facilities for the future develop- 
ment of the school system. 
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1. Over the past five years the Stowe Public School System 
has grown at an average rate of twenty-six pupils per 
year. This past year there was a net gain of forty-seven 
pupils, far above the average for this period. 


2. It is apparent from current enrollment figures that the 
present high school plant will be filled to capacity within 
six years. Definite plans should be considered to provide 
adequate accommodations for our secondary school pupils, 
either in a union high school, a new high school in Stowe, 
or an addition to the present building. The present 24 
member advisory committee plans to have definite recom- 
mendations in the near future. 


3. The present kindergarten enrollment of fifty-eight will 
necessitate three sections of the first grade for September 
1966. If this trend continues, three sections of each grade 
will become necessary. 


4. A bill before the special session of the legislature, which 
will possibly have been acted upon by the time you read 
this, has to do with school district reorganization. A new 
commissioner of education and a new reapportioned leg- 
islature are bound to have some effect on our future plans. 


Instructional Program 


Certain minimum standards for high schools in the state 
of Vermont have been set up by the State Department of 
Education. High schools have until September 1967 to meet 
these standards. Stowe High School will meet the minimum 
standards and in most instances surpass them by September 
1966, if present plans materialize. 


These plans include an expanded high school library 
with a part-time librarian, a school guidance director, a 
girls’ physical education instructor, extensive audio-visual 
equipment, and an art class that can meet more than two 
periods a week. These are the major additions and will be 
supplemented by several minor ones. 


By making use of various federal programs, our instruc- 
tional program has been implemented by the following: two 
film strip projectors, filmstrips, two overhead projectors, 
three screens, library books, a calculator, a primary type- 
pees four sets of maps, four globes, and other instructional 
aids. 
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Latin III was added for those interested. Two sections 
of Algebra I are now offered. The course in Problems of 
American Democracy has been divided into two sections. 
There are now eight courses in English offered in high 
school. This not only provides smaller classes, but more 
important enables the teachers to reach pupils on a level 
commensurate with their educational interests and ability. A 
typing course was added for the college preparatory group. 
New textbooks were purchased for several courses. This 
year plans are underway to up-date the texts in the few 
remaining courses that need them. The art teacher now 
spends two periods a week working with some high school 
_ Students. We would like to expand this to four or five periods 
in the fall. 


One of the most welcome additions this year was the 
new industrial arts building. About thirty-two high school 
boys are enrolled in woodworking. Thirteen (including four 
girls) are taking mechanical drawing. All of the boys in 
the seventh and eighth grades are in the shop two days a 
week. Next fall a course in general metals will be added. 
The following year it is planned to add an electricity-elec- 
tronics course and one in power mechanics. This most cer- 
tainly strengthens the vital area of pre-vocational training 

for the general student. 


Another important addition this past year was the 
elementary-junior high school library. This library already 
has approximately 1200 volumes. Most of these were pur- 
chased with matching funds from government sponsored 
programs. The Class of 1965, the Stowe Woman’s Club, the 
Happy Hollow Home Demonstration Club, interested friends 
and parents have contributed to both of our libraries. 


A complete card catalog system is being initiated. All 
reference books are listed according to procedures outlined 
by the Dewey Decimal System. This enables students to 
become familiar with research procedures at an appropriate- 
ly early age. Money from the Jenny R. Thomas fund has 
been used to purchase library furniture. 


In the guidance and testing areas students have been 
busy with the usual standard tests. Ninth and tenth grad- 
ers who took the National Educational Development Test 
also participated in the counselor’s program for the first 
time. This is a survey-type questionnaire which shows areas 
of interest, educational aspirations and vocational plans. 
This was used in counseling sessions to help plan the stu- 
dent’s high school program. 
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Also for the first time, students in high school took 
the Metropolitan Achievement Test, High School Battery. 
This series of tests gives the student a complete report on 
his educational achievement as compared to a national stan- 
dard. 


This year, as in many past years, a good percentage of 
pupils have expressed an interest to further their education. 
We have been pleased with the academic success of last 
year’s graduates, and feel confident that this year’s class 
will also be a credit to our school. The students who went 
directly into the armed services, assumed jobs in industry 
or in area business have been successful. 


The four new elementary classrooms now enable us to 
have two rooms for each grade one through eight. Grades 
one through six are self-contained classrooms and are divided 
as evenly as possible as to academic ability. This provides 
a typical classroom situation for social, physical and ac- 
ademic development. Grades seven and eight are depart- 
mentalized and homogeneously grouped. At this level it 
provides the students and teachers the opportunity to ap- 
proach their educational endeavors within the limits of the 
students’ abilities. 


The school hot lunch program is currently serving an 
average of 350 pupils daily. This is more than double the 
number served ten years ago. In spite of rising costs of 
food and services, the program is still self-sustaining. Much 
credit must go to the staff of the hot lunch program for 
their conscientious effort. 


Among the numerous things that attract the eyes of 
visitors is the neat and attractive appearance of the grounds 
and buildings. The custodial staff has always done an excel- 
lent job of maintaining the school facilities, and this is 
noteworthy. 


We have again been fortunate this year to acquire a 
dedicated and conscientious teaching staff. The school Sys- 
tem is growing rapidly and we must be in a position to meet 
the changing needs of this growth. The usual problems of 
time, money and space are always pressing. Residents of 
the town of Stowe have always shown and demonstrated a 
sincere and earnest feeling toward their school. It is this 
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attitude which can make the Stowe Public Schools not only 
one of the best in the area, but the best.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
STOWE 


January 1, 1965 — December 31, 1965 


At the start of the school year health examinations 
were given in grades 1 and 3 and to the athletic team. A 
total of 132 received the physical given by the local Doctors. 


Immunizations were given as follows to grades 1 

through 12, a total of 108 children. Of these 65 received a 
booster of Diphtheria and Tetanus. Sixty-two received either 
a vaccination or a re-vaccination. 


To those who had completed the Sabin series a booster 
of Trivalent was recommended. I received enough Trivalent 
to give to grades 1 through 6. This was given to 174 stu- 
dents. 


At the physicals there were found to be the usual de- 
fects, all parents were notified. When necessary follow-up 
work was done. 


The teeth were screened by Mrs. Sally Hood, Dental 
Hygienist in grades 1 through 8, a total of 304. Of this 
number 37 were found to be in need of some form of dental 
care. 


This past year it was recommended by Dr. Howe the 
Dental Director of the State of Vermont that we use a new 
fluoride solution which includes a cleaning and one topical 
treatment yearly. This was carried out in grades 1 through 
8. A total of 165 of which 4 were sponsored by the Health 
Council. 
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Two children were seen by Dr. White for dental care. 


Screening and Testing of vision and hearing was carried 
out in all grades. A total of 414 with rechecks. 


In vision 30 notes were sent home. The Health Council 
sponsored one for glasses. In hearing there were found to 
be 11 with some form of hearing loss. All parents are aware 
of the defects and the children are receiving the necessary 
treatment. 


The Vitamin program was carried out the same as 
last year with more participating. 


The hot lunches are available to any youngster who 
wishes to participate. 


This past year the School Board purchased for school 
use an Ambu-Respirator to be used in emergencies. It is 
in the Teachers’ Room in the Elementary Building. The 
use of this machine was demonstrated to the teachers by 
Dr. Bernhard. 


Home visits and telephone calls have been made when 
necessary for the health of a child. 


I have transported children home when ill and also to 
Doctors and Dentists for appointments. 


This fall I have enjoyed using the new room which is 
provided for my use. It makes my work much easier, 


The above programs were carried out through the inter- 
oe ane help of school personnel, local Doctors and Health 
ouncil.

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REPORT OF THE STOWE HEALTH COUNCIL 


During the past year, members of the Stowe Health 
Council have assisted Mrs. Beatrice Stafford, the school 
nurse, and the Public Health nurse in conducting physical 
examinations of the school children and pre-school children. 
The Health Council sponsored such programs as vitamin 
distribution, and the clinic for topical fluoride treatment, 
given by Mrs. Sally Hood, dental hygienist. 


As an extra service from which all townspeople might 
benefit, the Health Council arranged to have a Diabetes 
Detection Clinic held. The Division of Chronic Illness Con- 
‘trol, State of Vermont Department of Health, conducted 
the clinic on October 20, 1965, and reported that 166 people 
were screened, with 15 referred to their private physicians 
for further testing and diagnosis. The Division would like 
to repeat the clinic in a year’s time. 


The Council has appreciated the willingness of Stowe 
voters to appropriate funds for its use when requested. Dur- 
ing the past year, there have been fewer demands on it 
than in previous years. At the time of this writing, negoti- 
ations are being made to buy a used dental light to be in- 
stalled in the nurse’s room at school, for use by the dental 
hygienist in giving fluoride treatments. Because the cost 
is considerably less than that of a new light, the amount 
saved will leave a balance in the funds for the Health Coun- 
cil which should carry it through the coming year with no 
further appropriation. Therefore, there is no request for 
Health Council funds in the 1966 budget. 


Sincere thanks are given to the volunteers who have 
assisted in this worthwhile program. Anyone interested is 
welcome to join the Council.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 


Montpelier, Vermont 


This thirtieth in the series of annual reports submitted 
to the people of Stowe presents tabulations for the calen- 
dar year 1965. In the Department of Social Welfare’s pro- 
gram of assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the 
costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the excess 
over $80.00 per month in Nursing Home care, are assessed 
against the town of settlement of the recipients of such 
care. Participation charges incurred by your community 
during the past year for each of these types of care were 
as follows: 


Nursing Home Care ................ $ 998.79 
Hospitalization Services .......... 426.25 
Physician Services .................... 126.30 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation 
in the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
is at the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while 
costs incurred for the care of Committed Children are borne 
equally by the local and state agencies. Charges assess- 
ed against your community for the former amounted to 
vaea and for the latter $1,587.11 for the year just 
closed. 


During 1965 assistance was granted to 14 residents in 
your community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Dis- 
abled program. Direct money payments to these persons 
were financed entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the 
other programs financed from these same sources were Ser- 
vices for the Blind, Adoption Services and Medical Aid for 
the Aged. While no town-by-town records are compiled for 
wee categories, their benefits were available to all qualified 
residents.

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REPORT OF THE 
ACTIVITIES OF THE STOWE ZONING COMMISSION 


Following the adoption by the voters of Town and 
Village in their meetings, March, 1965, of the Plan of De- 
velopment for Stowe, a Zoning Commission was appointed. 
This consisted of seven members: one from the original 
Planning Commission, the chairman of the Selectmen, the 
chairman of the Village Trustees and four other citizens. 


The Zoning Commission has held ten meetings from 
. June 28 to December 8 to discuss protective measures for 
the use of land areas in Stowe. At these meeting's a number 
of provisions for zoning were outlined, with the help of two 
representatives of the Vermont Central Planning Office and 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence Moore of Technical Planning 
Associates. This outline, after three revisions, was written 
as a Proposed Zoning Ordinance, and copies duplicated by 
Mr. Moore’s staff. The revised copy was given to the Select- 
men in December 1965. Extra copies of this outline were 
also made available for the public to study, in the Village 
Library, the Town Clerk’s Office, and the offices of the Better 
Business Association and the Stowe Area Association. 


Two public hearings were held, in accordance with the 
statutes of the State of Vermont, on December 21, 1965 and 
January 10, 1966. At these hearings, interested citizens 
asked questions and made suggestions for major revisions 
in several parts of the proposed ordinance. After the second 
hearing, the Zoning Commission requested the return of the 
proposed ordinance to its members for further revision ac- 
cording to the wishes of the citizens. The major areas of 
requested change are: 


Expansion of Highway Tourist and Business areas along 
Rte. 100. 


Expansion of the Business area on Rte, 108 in the Vil- 
lage. 


Expansion of the Commercial area in the Village. 


Better definition of the requirements for lodges, in- 
cluding ratio of space and accomodations. 


Review of the present ordinance regarding signs. 


Review of the requirements of right-of-way and set- 
backs. 
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Review of the section for sand and gravel removal. 


Clarification of the vote necessary for amendment of 

zoning. 

The Zoning Commission believes that there should be 
provision in Stowe for a balance between meeting the needs 
of future expansion of the town’s facilities and at the same 
preserving and protecting the qualities of a desirable place 
to live and work. 


The Commission’s members have expressed willingness 
to serve the town until a revised Zoning Ordinance is voted 
on, according to Vermont Statutes.

The 
ballot box for such ballots will be opened at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon when the town meeting is opened and will close at three 
o’clock in the afternoon. 


Article 3. To vote under the Australian ballot system upon the 
following question: 
“Shall. dogs be tied or otherwise confined in the town of ‘Stowe 


except when walked on a leash or under control of a person?” 
If in favor of such control and keeping of dogs place an X in the 
square marked “Yes.” 


If not in favor of such control and keeping of dogs place an X 
in the square marked “No.” 


The ballot box for reception of ballots on the foregoing question 
will be open at ten o’clock in the forenoon and will close at three 
o’clock in the afternoon. 


Article 4. To vote under the Australian ballot system upon the 
following question: 


Shall the town rescind the action taken under Article 2 of a 
warning for a special town meeting held on June 29, 1964, which

action resulted in the appointing of a joint zoining commission 
and the commencement of proceedings toward the adoption or 
rejection of a joint zoning plan by the Town of Stowe? 


If in favor of rescinding such action, place an X in the square 
marked “Yes.” 


If not in favor of rescinding such action, place an X in the square 
marked “No.” 


The ballot box for reception of ballots on the foregoing question 
will be open at ten o’clock in the forenoon and closed at three 
o’clock in the afternoon. 


Article 5. To act upon the reports of the several town officers and 
those presented. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to appoint one or more Road Commissioners instead of electing 
them by ballot. 


Article 7. To see if the Town School District will vote to elect two 
additional School Directors for a term of one year each as pro- 
vided by law. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Title 82, Vermont Statutes Annotated, Chapter 133, providing for 
the collection of taxes by the Town Treasurer. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money to pay the current expenses and debts of the 
town in anticipation of the collection of taxes for that purpose, 
and as a town school district, to authorize the School Directors 
to borrow money to pay the current expenses and debts of the 
town school district in anticipation of the collection of taxes for 
that purpose; and to provide whether the same shall be done by 
orders or notes of the town or town school district, respectively. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to pay its officers for the 
year ensuing, and if so, the amount. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of seven 
hundred seventy-five dollars to the Lamoille County Develop- 
ment Council to develop, promote and publicize the recreational, 
agricultural, industrial, natural and human resources of Lamoille 
County, in cooperation with other towns in the county. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money not 
to exceed twenty-one hundred dollars for the purpose of matching 
state funds, to be used for the retreatment of 2.1 miles of State 
Aid roads.

To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money not 
to exceed five hundred dollars for Civil Defense. 


To see if the Town will vote to accept the gift of an 
ambulance from the Fire Department. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for the town library, and if so, the amount. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended by the Stowe Cemetery Association for the 
care of unoccupied lots, borders and roadsides in the town ceme- 
teries, and if so, the amount. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of two 
thousand two hundred dollars to the Cemetery Commissioners 
for cemetery purposes. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for the observance of Memorial Day, and if so, the amount. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to be used by the Recreation Committee for work and 
materials for the Memorial Athletic Field and for recreation 
activities within the town, and if so, the amount. 


Article 21. Will the Town vote to pay firemen for services and prac- 
tice outside the Village of Stowe, and if so, the rate thereof; and 
vote to share equally with the Village of Stowe the expenses and 
maintenance of fire trucks and apparatus? 


Article 22. To see if the Town School District will authorize the 
school directors to employ the services of a school nurse in co- 
operation with adjoining districts, and if so, to determine the 
appropriation therefor. 


Article 23. Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to acquire by 
gift or purchase land for a municipal forest, to promote re- 
forestation, water conservation and good forestry practices? 


Article 24. Will the Town authorize the auditors of the Town to 
employ the services of an accountant from the office of the Auditor 
of Accounts as provided by 24 V. S. A. 1692, to conduct an audit 
of the accounts of the Town? 


Article 25. To see if the Town and Town School District will vote to 
raise money on the grand list of the town and town school dis-

trict for the year 1966 to pay the debts and current expenses of 
the town and town school district on the budget system, and if 
so, to provide for fixing the rate thereof and the time and manner 
in which the same shall be payable. 


Article 26. To do any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

For the Year Ending December 31, 1966 


The appearance of the Stowe Public School has changed 
several times in the past few years, from the one school with 
its small auxiliary building in the village and three rural 
schools in 1958, to the school buildings shown in the cover 
photo. 

New construction in three stages has added sixteen 
classrooms, a gymnasium, cafeteria facilities, an activity 
room, a nurse’s room, an elementary-junior high library, an 
industrial arts building, as well as teachers’ rooms and 
storage rooms. 


As space was released in the older building, it was possi- 
ble to expand office, high school library, home ec. and com- 
mercial facilities, add a science lab, and relocate the kinder- 
garten from the Memorial Building to the old music building. 


In 1954, when the elementary building was opened, 
Stowe had 21 teachers and a total enrollment of 352. The 
cost per elementary pupil was $187.02 and the cost per high 
school student was $299.22. 


In 1962, with the opening of the junior high building, 
Stowe had 23 teachers and a total enrollment of 431. Cost 
per pupil: elementary — $312.46 and high school —$513.74. 


In 1965, when the last addition became available, there 
were 33 teachers and an enrollment of 522. Cost per pupil: 
elementary — $371.56 and high school — 2610-738.

POLICE REPORT 


This is the initial Police Department report to be incorp- 
orated in the Town Report. 


Upon entering this position as police officer I was ap- 
pointed a Deputy Sheriff for legal reasons. But in order 
to clear up some misunderstandings on the part of Village 
residents this officer is available at any time to any citizen 
of the Town or Village, except for the enforcement of those 
ordinances specifically enacted by the Village of Stowe. 


Law enforcement in the Town of Stowe cannot be com- 
pared to any other community within the State. Regulating 
the normal flow of traffic might seem as the prime objective 
as evidenced by my investigating 137 accidents during the 
year. However, an unestimated amount of time is consumed 
serving the needs of not only citizens but also the very large 
number of tourists visiting our area. During the nighttime 
especially an unbelievable number of phone calls are answer- 
ed from individuals requesting gas, information, lodging, 
towing and locating persons for emergency. Of course this 
occurs seven nights a week. Public relations is vital to the

community. f consider such aid rendered to be of service 
to tourists and Town business people alike. 


A disturbing factor is the increasing number of thefts 
during the night. As an example, during the month of Jan- 
uary 1967, and this not being an exceptional busy month, 
there were 22 thefts that occured at 14 different locations. 
With the manpower available it is utterly impossible to 
satisfactorily cope with this situation. 


Naturally the summer activities are of a different type 
than those during the winter. The daily influx of visitors 
during the summer months is less. There are the special 
functions, such as: Music Festival, Dog Show, Antique Car 
rally, Sports Car rally, Arts and Crafts, etc. On such oc- 
casions your police officer is happy to assist but it must be 
remembered that one can only be at one place at a time. 


Having a permanent police officer in the Town of Stowe 
is a new venture. Like any new venture we have had a great 
deal to learn and experiences over the past year have indi- 
cated several avenues in which improved services can be 
rendered. During the winter months, as the above report 
shows, an additional officer at times would seem essential. 
Such an additional expenditure naturally is in the hands and 
good judgement of the people of Stowe. 


I have tried faithfully to fulfill the needs of the com- 
munity. I trust that cooperation and understanding will 
continue to prevail so that we can develop the type of police 
protection that Stowe merits.

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REPORT OF RECREATION COMMISSION 


During the past year, the Stowe Recreation Commis- 
sion saw to the completion of the concrete dug-outs for the 
Recreation Field. The old grandstand was fcund to be un- 
safe and was torn down and removed to be replaced in the 
near future by a more practical unit with less yearly main- 
tenance. The Commission worked with the School] Board on 
playground improvements which resulted in paving areas 
around and under playground equipment and installation of 
new equipment as well as replacement of the nets on the 
Tennis Courts. The stream that runs in back of the play- 
ground area has been diverted through culverts and then 
graded over to give extra playground area. The road that 
ran through the area has been blocked off in hopes of 
stopping destruction of the field by cars and reducing the 
danger to children using the area. 


The summer playground was operated from June 27th 
to August 12th and was under the direction of Richard 
Gibson, Lora Lou Durett and Linda Adams. During this 
period, the playground was in operation for thirty days 
both forenoon and afternoon and five days forenoon only. 
A total of one hundred twenty children registered, with 
the daily average about forty-five. Special activities which 
were sponsored by the playground were Olympic day, bicycle 
hike, over-night campout (boys), water fight, pirate day, 
pet day and the annual cookout. 


The Recreation Commission wishes to thank the play- 
ground directors for their success with this year’s program 
and to thank you, the voter, for your support toward the 
youth of our community.

Report of the School Directors 


The enrollment of the Stowe Public Schools in Septem- 
ber was 547. This represents an increase of 25 over the 
September 1965 enrollment. 


Although the school is able to carry on the instructional 
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program without being seriously hampered by the lack of 
desired physical areas, the School Directors are giving geri- 
ous consideration to ways in which additional space might 
be provided. The Citizens Advisory Committee has pre- 
pared a report for ithe School Board which provides addition- 
al information and possible solutions for consideration. 


Included within this problem of planning for the future 
is the study in which Stowe must become involved as a 
result of the study areas established by the Temporary 
airy Commission which was created by the 1966 Legis- 
ature. 


The minimum standards for high schools become ef- 
- fective July 1, 1967, and it is expected that Stowe High 
School will meet the requirements. To fulfill these require- 
ments the services of a guidance Counselor, a part-time 
librarian, and a part-time art instructor have been secured, 


In an effort to maintain and improve the physical plant, 
the older corridors of the elementary wing were painted 
and the parking lot was paved as were areas immediately 
around the playground equipment. The grounds around the 
new elementary wing and library were seeded and plans have 
been made in cooperation with the Recreation Commission 
for the further improvement of areas near the athletic fields. 


| During 1966 the Stowe School System made extensive 
use of Title I of the 1964 Klementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act. In the summer a guidance director was hired 
to organize and direct the schoo] guidance program. The 
library was open for school children and special classes in 
reading were conducted by our reading specialists. As part 
of the program a wide variety of equipment and materials 
was purchased. This includes copy machines, projectors, 
reading pacers, files, screens, guidance office furniture, test- 
ing materials and reading books and supplies. The guidance 
program is continuing with Title I funds for the 1966-1967 
school year. 

Stowe can be proud of the fact that during the year 
a $5,000.00 award was made by the state to the Carroll M. 
Pike Elementary Library. This award was made available 
from funds of the Elementary and Secondary Education 
Act Title II. In a letter from Education Commissioner 
Richard A. Gibboney stated in part, “Your school was select- 
ed from nine applicants because of your well-planned library, 
the willingness of the Stowe School Board to add the few 
items necessary and the financial] Support they are giving 
the library.” This library is now one of the two demonstra. 
tion libraries in the state of Vermont.

As part of the regular allocation of ESEA Title II funds, 
our school libraries receive approximately $900.00. This 
money is split on a per pupil basis for the two school 
libraries. 

The school hot lunch program is averaging 380 meals 
per day. This is an increase of 30 over last year. Again, 
although the school board sponsors the program, credit 
should be given the hot lunch staff under the direction of 
Mrs. Peg Daly for operating an efficient and economical 
program. | 

The Stowe Public Schools system has endeavored to 
acquire, develop and retain a competent and conscientious 
teaching staff and it shall be the policy of the School Board 
to continue to do so. The school system is experiencing 
growth, and it is necessary to plan to meet the accompany- 
ing growth needs with additional staff, materials and space. 
Residents of Stowe have always shown and demonstrated a 
sincere and earnest concern for their school. It is this 
attitude and atmosphere which enables your Board of School 
Directors to experience successes in their efforts to provide 
the best in education for the children of Stowe.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
January 1, 1966 — December 31, 1966 


At the start of the school year health examinations 
were given in grades I and to the boys and girls Athletic 
teams. A total of 109 received these physicals given by the 
local Doctors. Notes were sent home for defects when recom- 
mended and the necessary follow up has been done. Seven 
have been privately for tonsillectomy. 


On October 11, Immunizations were offered to all pupils. 
Boosters of Diphtheria Tetanus were given to 54 and four 
received first Diphtheria Tetanus. Re-vaccinations were 
given to 64 and four received first Vaccinations. Six received 
Measle Vaccine, Oral Sabin was given to 17. 
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On March 22, 17 received Measle Vaccine. 


Dental screening was carried out in grades 2, 4, 6 by 
Mrs. Hood, a total of 78. Twenty found to be in need of 
some form of dental care. 


Mrs. Scheuermann, Dental Hygienist, gave dental in- 
struction in Kindergarten through the 8 grades. 


The past year a cleaning and fluoride treatment was 
offered in grades one through 12, a total of 187 took ad- 
vantage of this, ten were sponsored by the Health Council. 
Sally Hood was the Dental Hygienist. 


Screening and testing of vision and hearing was carried 
out with re-checks a total of 449. There were 13 re-checks 
for ears, two with known loss. Three were seen privately 
from their Doctors and two were seen at the clinic at Barre. 


There were 30 recommendations for re-checks for 
vision ; 24 received new glasses and four have been sponsored 
by the Health Council. Many go regularily for check ups. 


The Vitamin program was again a part of our program 
on a voluntary basis and at a nominal fee; 287 signed for 
these and five sponsored. 


The Hot lunches are available to any younsters who 
wish to participate with a nominal number of workers and 
free lunches. 


Health Inspections have been made every four months. 
Height and weight on all children. 


Home visits and conferences have been made when 
necessary for the health of a child. 


Have transported children home when ill and to appoint- 
ments when necessary. 


The above programs have been carried out with the 
interest and help of school personnel, local Doctors and 
Health Council.

REPORT OF THE STOWE HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Constitution of the Stowe Health Council provides 
for a voting membership of all persons who are legal resi- 
dents of Stowe. Although there are only three general 
meetings held during the year, the work of the Council 
consists of assisting the school health nurse and the Public 
Health nurse in conducting physical examinations and im- 
munization clinics held during the year. The Council also 
sponsors the purchase and distribution of Vitamins to school 
children for a reasonable fee. Again, the Council is spon- 
soring a dental clinic for the topical treatment of fluoride 
to the children’s teeth. From the number of children partici- 
pating in both these programs, it is definitely indicated that 
they are considered worth while and successful. 


For the first time in several years, the Stowe Health 
Council had a dental hygienist, Mrs. Franz Scheuermann 
gave instruction and information on dental care to all chil- 
dren in grades 1 through 6. From all reports, the children 
enjoy and benefit from these lectures. 

A pre-school census was taken in the spring of 1966, 
by members of the Council, in order to keep up-to-date the 
names of families with small children and their records of 
immunization. 

We are grateful to the Town of Stowe for their con- 
tinuing support and to the volunteers who continue to help 
in many ways.

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LAMOILLE COUNTY DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL 
Review of 1966 


The Council continued to move forward in 1966 with 
accomplishments and action on a number of fronts: 


The Lamoille County Mental Health Services Inc. was 
established and is now making various services available 
through its clinic at the Copley Hospital. This organization 
was a direct outgrowth of the LCDC Human Resources Com- 
mittee and the Council contributed $500 to help with its 
organizational costs. 


The Lamoille County Community Action Committee, 
another organization originally sponsored by the Council’s 
Human Resources Committee, has underway a number of 
valuable projects in the county under federal Economic Op- 
portunity legislation. 


Twenty thousand Lamoille County promotional bro- 
chures were printed; 10,000 of these were mailed to out-of- 
state residents to attract them here. 


The Council has followed developments relating to the 
St. Johnsbury and Lamoille County Railroad and through 
its representative, Sidney Baylor of Johnson, has gone on 
record before appropriate agencies opposing its abandon- 
ment. The line is now being purchased by Samuel Pinsly 
who apparently plans to operate its entire 96-mile length; 
we believe Mr. Baylor and other local people were very help- 
ful in securing Mr. Pinsly’s interest. 


The Council has been working closely with the Depart- 
ment of Employment Security in the carrying out of a 
special Manpower Survey for the county; the field study 
was completed in December and reports are now being pre- 
pared. 

The Council entered into an agreement with the Ver- 
mont Development Department for the hiring of a full-time 
executive secretary under which the state pays half this 
person’s salary. Robert L. Hagerman was selected for the 
post and is now on the job. The present agreement runs 
through June 30 this year and a renewal for another year 
is anticipated. 


Float stocking and stream improvements programs 
were continued. 

Publication of a road map was added to the Council’s 
Scenic Back Road Tours pamphlet prepared in cooperation 
with the Stowe Area Association. 
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The LCDC Arts Committee continued its program of 
art instruction for children and held an exhibit of their 
work; there was also an exhibit of the work of Lamoille 
County artists and a special show of Japanese school- 
children’s art; also sponsored were two concerts. 


In addition to all county towns voting funds to support 
the Council, private memberships were expanded to over 215 
businesses and individuals.

This thirty first in the series of annual reports sub- 
mitted to the people of Stowe presents tabulations for the 
calendar year 1966. In the Department of Social Welfare’s 
program of assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of 
the costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the 
excess over $80.00 per month in Nursing Home Care, are 
assessed against the town of settlement of the recipients 
of such care. Participation charges incurred by your com- 
munity during the past year for each of these types of care 
were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care ................ $ 1,094.86 
Hospitalization Services .......... 459.08 
Physician Services .................. 162.15 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation 
in the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
is at the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs 
incurred for the care of Committed Children are borne equal- 
ly by the local and state agencies. Charges assessed against 
your community for the former amounted to $1,142.66 and 
for the latter $1,059.00 for the year just closed. 


During 1966 assistance was granted to 11 residents in 
your community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Dis- 
abled program. Direct money payments to these persons 
were financed entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the 
other programs financed from these same sources were 
Services for the Blind, Adoption Services, Medical Aid for 
the Aged, and Medical Assistance. While no town-by-town 
records are compiled for these categories, their benefits 
were available to all qualified residents.

By requests of the village trustees and town selectmen, 
the newly constituted Zoning Commission began meetings 
in July, 1966, to review the zoning ordinance dated 11-22-65. 


From July, 1966, to January of ’67 — twenty-two form- 
al meetings have been held, seven of them were public hear- 
ings called to enable residents of different areas to discuss 
their problems and to suggest changes to the existing or- 
dinance. The general public was also invited.

For the Annual Town and Town School District Meeting 
of Stowe, Vermont, March 7, 1967 


The inhabitants of the town of Stowe, who are legal 
voters in town meeting and in town school district meeting, 
are hereby notified and warned to meet at the auditorium 
in the Akeley Building in said Stowe on Tuesday, March 7, 
1967, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following 
articles of business: 


Article 1. To elect a Moderator, a Town Clerk, a budget committee 
if it be determined that the town have such, and all town and 
town school district officers required by law. 


All town and town school district officers are elected by the Aus- 
tralian ballot system. Notice is hereby given that the ballot box 
for such elections will open at ten o’clock in the forenoon when 
the town meeting is opened and will close at six o’clock in the 
afternoon. 


Article 2. To vote on the following questions: “Shall licenses for 
the sale of malt and vinous beverages be granted in this town?” 


“Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town?” 


This article is determined by ballot as provided by statute. The 
ballot box for such ballots will be opened at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon when the town meeting is opened and will close at three 
o’clock in the afternoon. 


Article 3. To act upon the reports of the several town officers and 
those presented. 


Article 4. Will the town vote to instruct the Selectmen to appoint 
one or more Road Commissioners instead of electing them by 
ballot. 


Article 5. Will the Town School District vote to elect two addi- 
tional school directors for terms of one and two years, respective- 
ly, at the 1968 annual meeting, and one additional school director 
for a term of two years annually thereafter, as provided by 
statute, until the District otherwise votes? 


Article 6. Will the town vote to adopt the provisions of Title 32, 
Vermont Statutes Annotated, Chapter 133, providing for the col- 
lection of taxes by the town treasurer? 


Article 7. Will the town vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money to pay the current expenses and debts of the town in 
anticipation of the collection of taxes for that purpose, and as 
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a town school district, authorize the Schoo] Directors to borrow 
money to pay the current expenses and debts of the town school 
district in anticipation of the collection of taxes for that purpose; 
and provide whether the same shall be done by orders or notes 
of the town or town school district, respectively ? 


Article 8. Will the Town vote to pay its officers for the year ensu- 
ing, and if so, the amount? 


Article 9. Will the Town appropriate the sum of one thousand six 
hundred forty dollars to the Lamoille County Development Coun- 
cil to develop, promote and publicize the recreational, agricul- 
tural, industrial, natural and human resources of Lamoille County 
in cooperation with other towns in the county ? 


Article 10. Will the Town appropriate a sum of money not to ex- 
ceed two thousand ninety dollars for the purpose of matching 
state funds, to be used for the retreatment of State Aid road 
No. 1 in Stowe? 


Article 11. Will the Town establish a civil defense program, and if 
SO, appropriate a sum of money therefor? 


Article 12. Will the Town appropriate a sum of money for the town 
library, and if so, determine the amount? 


Article 18. Will the Town appropriate a sum of money to be ex- 
pended by the Stowe Cemetery Association for the care of un- 
occupied lots, borders and roadsides in the town cemeteries, and 
if so, determine the amount? 


Article 14. Will the Town appropriate the sum of two thousand two 
hundred dollars to the Cemetery Commissioners for cemetery 
purposes. 


Article 15. ‘Will the Town appropriate a sum of money for the ob- 
servance of Memorial Day, and if so, determine the amount? 


Article 16. Will the Town appropriate a sum of money to be used 
by the Recreation Committee for work and materials for the 
Memorial Athletic Field and for recreation activities within the 
town, and if so, determine the amount? 


Article 17. Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to appoint a com- 
mittee of not more than five voters to cooperate with a similar 
committee of the Village of Stowe, to study, investigate and re- 
port at such times as the Selectmen may direct on the feasibility 
of a merger of the two municipal corporations? 


Article 18. Will the Town vote to acquire from the Village the land 
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upon which is now located its dump and will it vote to pay for 
some part or all of the expenses of maintenance thereof? 


Article 19. Will the Town vote to acquire those assets and assume 
those obligations of the Village of Stowe which pertain to its 
Fire Department? 


Article 20. Will the Town vote to pay some part or all of the ex- 
penses of the operation and maintenance of a fire department 
including trucks, apparatus and personnel separately or in con- 
junction with the Village of Stowe? 


Article 21. Will the town vote to use the provisions of the Aus- 
tralian ballot system for any vote on the adoption of a Zoning 
Plan for the Town of Stowe? 


Article 22. Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to acquire by 
gift or purchase land for a municipal forest, to promote reforest- 
ation, water conservation and good forestry practices? 


Article 23. Will the Town authorize the auditors of the Town to 
employ the services of an accountant from the office of the Audi- 
tor of Accounts as provided by 24 V.S.A. 1692, to conduct an 
audit of the accounts of the Town? 


Article 24. Will the Town appropriate the sum of three hundred 
dollars to be used for corrective health work among needy chil- 
dren of the Town under supervision of the Stowe Health Com- 
mittee? 


Article 25. Will the Town and Town School District vote to raise 
money on the grand list of the town and town school district for 
the year 1967 to pay the debts and current expenses of the town 
and town school district on the budget system, and if so, provide 
for fixing the rate thereof, and the time and manner in which 
the same shall be payable. 


Article 26. To do any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
